the coupons detached. 
The Comptroller 
decides that as the nom inal value of the 
miniatured detached coupons is greater 
than the face value of the bond itself, the

cannot be 
redeemed until such 
coupons shall have been presented.

lib e rty ’s Untighted Torch. 
W a s h in g to n , November 16th.—T he ques­ 
tion of lighting the Bartholdi Statue of 
Liberty was officially brought to the atten­ 
tion of the President to-day for the hrst 
time by the Secretary of the Treasury. The 
President and Secretary examined the laws 
bearing on the case, and as a result the 
President directed that the m atter be placed 
in the hands of the Light-house Board, 
with a view of determining the utility of 
the statue as a beacon. Mr. Goff. President 
of the American system ot electric lighting, 
subsequently waited on the Secretary of 
the Light b *us,* Board and made a propo­ 
sition to light the statue tree of expense to 
the Government. 
H e was told to put his 
offer in writing audit would be considered. 
A member of the Board, in speaking on 
the subject this afternoon, said: 
“ The 
main question to be determined was, 
w hether the electric light was an aid or a 
detrim ent to navigation. There are m any 
persons who hold the latter view, and it is 
a fact that the electric light at Hell-Gate Í3 
to be discontinued after the 1st proximo* 
because it is regarded as dangerous to navi­ 
gation.”

W a s h i^ g to w , November lGth.—In liis 
annual report of the operations of bis of­ 
fice during the past year, Adjutant-General 
Drum devotes some space to recom menda­ 
tions touching the im provem ent of the 
m ilitia. Referring to the reports of the in­ 
specting officers, he says: 
'“W hile their 
just but kind crilicism points out many 
defects, there are none that cannot be 
remedied by men e.vliiniling that m ilitary 
zeul ami pride that anim ate the Slate m i­ 
litia. The reports give unm istakable evi­ 
dence of tiie slowly 
m aturing temper 
and character 
destined to still more

The G reat B lackm ail Suit. 
Boston, November lGtb.—Tbe closing 
arguments in the celebrated case of Levi 
Wilson against the Worcester millionaire, 
Philip T. Moen.were m ade to day. Speak­ 
ing for the defense, attorney Morse suid 
there was not a scrap of written testimony 
to uphold the plaintiff s evidence, w hich is 
full of contradictions and equivocations. 
He had received nearly $3fiO,OtHi from Moen, 
but does not say why or what was the con­ 
sideration. Counsel* then took up Moen's 
testim ony. W ilson said he had gone to 
Moen and told him that if he did not pay 
$100 he wou'.d teli in the Police Court of a 
fit by act performed by another person. 
Moen would have told the details of that 
story had he been asked, perhaps. 
In not 
going into this m atter Wilson had in his 
mind the blackmail laws. 
W hen a man 
once pays money to a blackmailer the rule 
is that he will continue Iheir payments. 
W hen Moen t>ai.i the iirst $100, in 1875, he 
thought he was .lone with W ilson forever. 
Coansel then explained .Wilson’s extortion 
methods, and said that Moen was under the 
strange power of the blackmailer, and when 
he paid so much he paid more to keep 
front the public tbe fact that he had paid 
anything. 
W ilson’s contradictory testi­ 
m ony was then review»! to show that his 
statem ents were worthless, especially in the 
m atter of his handw riting and the letter he 
alleged he had received from Mcen. 
K .th e r m -gw a-hy. 
N ew York. November 10,h.—The ad­ 
dress of the Executive Committee of the 
Central Labor Union, issued yesterday, is 
said to be from the pen of Ifenry George, 
though signed by tbe Chairm an of that 
body. It contains the following sentence: 
•' It is necessary that we sbouid m ake war 


upon the great wrong that causes poverty— 
that primary injustice which m akes the 
land, on which and from which we all 
m ust live, the exclusive property of indi­ 
viduals, and denies to the rest of U3 the 
right to live and work, unless we pay black­ 
m ail for the privilege.” 
T h e N ew ISaseball R u les. 
Chicago, November Kith.—The following 
changes i n baseball rules have been made 
to-dav by the joint League and Association 
C om m ittee: The high and low balls system 
of delivery has been abolished, any ball 
now being considered fair that passes be­ 
tween the batter's shoulder and knee and 
that passes over the plate. 
B unting in 
future will not be allowed. Any obvious 
attem pt to make a foul hit will be scored 
as a strike. Clubs will not toss for choice 
of position in future, the right of choice 
resting invariably with the home club. 
Five balls and four strikes will be allowed, 
instead of six balls and three strikes, as 
heretofore. * W hen 
a 
batman takes a

The 
batman 
shall 
take notice,

No runner can have a substitute run for 
him in case of injury, but must retire from 
tbe game. 
A butter is out on the fourth 
strike, under the new rule, w hether tbe 
ball is dropped or passed by the catcher. 
The question of having iwo um pires and 
referee was dropped. The pitcher’s box 
was shortened to five and one-half feet, and 
the pitcher will be required to keep his for­ 
ward foot tirmly on tbe ground when about 
to deliver tbe ball.

BENEFITS FROM IRRIGATION. 


I ts R e s u lts in S o u tlm rn C a lifo rn ia a n d 
W h a t it W o u ld d o fo r Us. 
E ds. R ecorp-Union : For years the press 
of the State, and all thinking minds, have 
seen and urged the necessity of diversified 
farming in California. 
It is easy to see 
that a continuation of the practice of rais­ 
ing only wheat on onr lands m ust exhaust 
the best soils, and besides, grain-raising 
does not pay at prices that have prevailed 
of late years. 
From present indications 
we have no valid reason for expecting any­ 
thing better as to prices in future. 
We 
must, therefore, turn our attention to o:lier 
crops, at least in a great measure. There 
are m any other products which will pay 
infinitely better than wheat, oats, barley or 
hay. 
Belter paying crons are of different 
kinds, hops, hem p, flax, vegetables, to­ 
bacco, corn, alfalfa, red clover, and other 
grasses to feed to stock. 
M any of these 
will improve tho land instead o f impover­ 
ishing it, and any and all of them will rest 
or renew the land for future cereal crops. 
The land, therefore, after being used for 
any of these products fur a time, can again 
be sown to grain with au assurance of the 
most satisfactory results. 
But we are met with the nrgnm ent that 
diversified farm ing is not practicable in 
cur ciimate. This, while not true on all 
our lands, is trne as applied to a very large 
portion, or a majority of them , except un­ 
der irrigation. 
W ith irrigation they can 
all be raised to perfection on any land that 
will raise grain or oat hay. 
Indeed, some 
of our best fruit lands on the granite soils 
of the foothills are practically worthless 
for ordinary farming without w ater; hut 
irrigated we have magnificent orchards, 
paying handsomely, and beautiful alfalfa 
fields green Ihe year round, and one acre 
of which will yield a larger revenue than 
ten acres of wheat on our good wheat 
lands. The marvelous and unparalleled 
success of farm ing in thesouthern counties, 
where necessity forced them to irrigate, 
demonstrates rite value of water. 
I have 
seen in these irrigated districts results ob­ 
tained from small tracts so fabulous that I 
refrain from stating them for fear that my 
veracity m ight be called in question. 
I 
certainly should not risk my reputation by 
telling them to people in the East who had 
never seen California. 
And as to the great 
results, water, and only water, did it. Irri­ 
gation and enterprising efforts in coloniz­ 
ing and advertising is what has boomed up 
the southern counties to an extent unheard 
of before in any country. It is not, as many 
suppose, their superior climate and soils 
that have brought about these results, but 
it is the judicious distribution of the water 
and land. 
W e do not envy them or wish 
to disparage their section. On the contrary, 
I adm ire their enterprise, and only wiso 
lhat our people in Central and northern 
California could wake up to a realization of 
the superior advantages our section pos­ 
sesses. 
The question will naturally be a sk ed : 
W hy have we not improved our opportuni­ 
ties'.’ 
I answer, first, our soils are so fertile 
and our annual rainfall so abundant, and 
so certain, th at we have deemed artificial 
watering unnecessary. 
And so it is, for the 
kind of fanning we have been carrying on. 
Hence, it-it difficult to get any people out 
ot an old groove that they have been ru n ­ 
ning iu for a lifetim e; and m ost of them 
have farms of from 100 to 400 acres, on 
which they are doing well, and are loth to 
part with or have it cut up tor colony pur­ 
poses. Tbe people in the southern coun­ 
ties, on the contrary, have had from ne­ 
cessity to irrigate trom the start, and are 
educated to it. They know it? value, and 
hence there ¡3 no difficulty in getting a 
whole comm unity to enter Li a unit into a 
large irrigation scheme. 
Moreover, the 
land is, or wa3 formerly, nearly all owned 
in large tracts, known as Mexican grants, 
and these are bought up by speculators, 
or wealthy men, and laid out into colonics, 
w ithout any hindrance from small laud 


owners, as would be the case where the 
land is owned in comparatively sm all plats. 
So that these large grants, which once ap­ 
peared to be a curse to that section, turns, 
bv judicious management, to be a great 
blessing: and if some of the large grants in 
northern California were thus treated, or 
managed, what a great Messing it would be 
to this part of the State. 
There is no good reason why we in Cen­ 
tral and northern California should not ac­ 
complish as great and good results as has 
been or ever can he accomplished in the 
southern counties, for they certainly have 
no advantages over us in clim ate or soil, 
and our water facilities, in the shape ot 
natural supplies, are infinitely superior to 
theirs. 
Let us compare supplies. 
In the counties of Los Angeles, .San Ber­ 
nardino and Sun Diego they have the Los 
Angeles, San Gabriel, Santa Ana and San 
Diego rivers, and a few sm all creeks. These 
are all small, and I do not believe that any 
of them have their source in perpetual 
snow, as do all our rivers. Theirs also hare 
very sandy beds, ¡uto which large quanti­ 
ties of water sink and is lost. 
It often oc­ 
curs that for many miles the water sinks 
and leaves only the dry sand in sight. 
In 
the Sacramento valley we have the great 
Sacramento rivtr traversing 
the whole 
length of the valley, and navigable for 300 
miles. On the east side we have—t or:h”of 
Stockton—the Calaveras, the M okelnmne, 
Cosumnes, American, Bear, 
Yuba and 
Feather—seven rivers—the 
smallest 
of 
which atforiJs as much water as the largest 
in the southern part of the State. All 
these head in perpetual snow, and carry, at 
the very lowest stage, from ."> 000 to 12,000 
inches of water each. The Feather is nav­ 
igable for giKKl-sizetl steamers for a distance 
of fifty miles, and must catrv fully 20,000 
inches at the lowest wuter. Bisides these, 
there are. on the east side, fifteen or twenty 
good-sized creeks, some quite large, such as 
Dear. Cbico and Butte creeks. The west 
side of the Sacramento is nearly as well 
supplied with water as the east side. There 
is, therefore, a great abundance of water 
now running to waste in the Sacramento 
valley—sufficient to irrigate everv acre of it 
and all its available foothills. The whole 
territory, covering an area of 8.00 miles 
long by an average of 80 miles wide, might 
and could be converted into one vast 
garden and orchard if its waters were only 
properly utilized. If this were done, wltat 
a vast population 
could 
be 
sustained 
within the lim its of the valley. T. n to 
twentv acres of this land, well watered, 
would support decently and well any ordi­ 
nary family. All kinds of products that are 
raised by the husbandm an on any part of 
the globe, could be successfully raised 
w ithin the lim its of this territory. T hou­ 
sands of happy borne?, hundreds of nour­ 
ishing towns and cities, would spring into 
existance like magic were this section cov­ 
ered with a network of irrigating ditches, 
and tbe great Sacramento valley would 
become the pride and glory of its happy 
occupants, as well as the admiration of the 
entire world. 
In a future communication 1 will rrnter 
more into details, and suggest some plans 
and methods for carrying out, a t least in 
part, this scheme for developing onr great 
natural resources.

A committee of citizens from Yreka is in 
the city, having come here for the purpose 
of trying to persuude the Southern Pacific 
Company to extend the main line of the 
California and Oregon road so as to pass 
within about one mile ami one-half from 
Yreka. Dr. Ream is one of the principal 
spokesmen of the committee. A call was 
made on Senator Stanford yesterday. The 
committee say that a survey has been made 
of the proposed route, and that it is entirely 
practicable. It is not known that any de­ 
cision has been reached. 
It is said, semi-officiallv, that the South­ 
ern Pacific Company will soon begin the 
extension of its line from near Monterey to 
Pacific Grove Retreat. This resort is pat­ 
ronized nearly, if not quite, as much in 
winter as in the sum m er season. 
A large 
hotel will he erected to accommodate guests 
on the older portion of the grounds, not far 
from the restaurant. 
A large num ber of 
cottages are projected for the immediate 
future. 
The rapid growth of the grove 
has occasioned the decision ot the railroad 
CdnTfsShy: 
The line is expected to run 
between the present carriage road and the 
water. This will doubtless give the place 
an addilional impetus. 
The railroad authorities are reconnoiier- 
ing for a line from Orland, on the Northern 
road, to Eel river and H um boldt Bay, 
which will he constructed in the near fu­ 
ture. 
The Soledad extension of the Southern 
Pacific road was opened to day.

EVENTS IN A LONG LIFE. 
W hat wondrous changes time brings 
about. There is in this city to-day a gen­ 
tleman distinguished in the history of Cal­ 
ifornia, 79 years of age, who is a delegate 
to the Fruit-Growers’ Convention. He is 
a splendid specimen of the well-preserved 
man. In some remarks before the Con­ 
vention on Monday, General Mariano G. 
Vallejo told how, where he then stood be­ 
neath the lofty dome of the Capitol of a 
State of the American Union, he had seen 
the grizzly bear prowling as he looked 
abroad upon a vast territory, all but unin­ 
habited by a civilized race. Where Sac­ 
ramento now stands he was, less than half 
a century ago, held a prisoner of war by 
Americans whom he addresses to-day as 
fellow-citizens. W hat wonderful changes 
this noble old pioneer Spaniard lias wit­ 
nessed in the California of his early 
youth. W hat progress he has seen ; what 
advance iu science, art, mechanics, agri­ 
culture. When he traversed the plains of 
California fifty years ago, not the wildest 
imagination would have conjured up con­ 
ditions such as he realizes to-day. Not 
even lie, always given to the art of tilling 
the soil, dreamed of the development that 
has placed California second on the list of 
grain-growing States of America, and first 
in mineral wealth. What a lifetime to 
have lived ; what wonders to have wit­ 
nessed. He has lived a term that com­ 
passes the beginning and the present of 
successful ocean steamship navigation ; of 
the telegraph, the railway and the tele­ 
phone ; the invention of electrotyping, 
photography, phonography and vulcaniza­ 
tion ; of all the wonderful devices in the 
machinery of agriculture, of printing mid 
of mining; of the type-writcr and sewing 
machine; the steam-hammer, the air­ 
brake, the diamond drill, the electric 
lighting of towns, the ice-machine, the 
electric railway, the "steam fire-engine and 
the cable railway, and the breech-loading 
weapons. lie has witnessed the discovery 
of the great remedial agent quinine, and 
of aluminum, calcium, gun-cotton, iodine, 
lithium, bromine, chloral, gntta porcha, 
chloroform, and such a host of other aids 
to science, medicine and art that it is all 
but vain to attempt to catalogue them. 
He has seen California wrested from 
Mexico, the Indian and the pioneer Span­ 
iard and Mexican pressed back, the dis­ 
covery of gold, the absorption of the terri­ 
tory by the American Union, two great wars 
and their close, the spanning of the con­ 
tinent by railway lines, the peopling of 
mountains and plains—in short, the growth 
from infancy to maturity, of a nation un­ 
surpassed iu the world for its broad liberty 
and broader opportunities to willing, in­ 
dustrious men. 


DRILLS IN ENGLISH. 
At the conference of teachers of high 
schools recently held with members of the 
State University faculty, it was resolved 
that “ constant drill should be bad in our 
primary schools in the careful use of lan­ 
guage.” Pupils in the schools, however 
well versed in the text-books on English, 
are soon after, and even while in school, 
more or less given to improper forms of ex­ 
pression in conversation or recital. This 
is due to the habit of the many people 
with whom they associate. Something iess 
of strict attention to grammars and other 
English text-books, and more to personal 
drill in combatting the common errors o^ 
speech is desirable. And this is intended 
as no reflection U]ton the capacity or faith­ 
fulness of teachers. 
The resolution from which we quote 
proceeds with its reasons ; “ To the end 
that the vocabulary of the child shall he 
enlarged, and his language enriched.'' 
Any diligence in enlarging one’s vocabu­ 
lary results in purifying the forms of 
speech. 
The resolutions further say: 
“ The science of the English language, in­ 
cluding, in an elementary form, the ana­ 
lysis of the Euglish sentence, the distribu­ 
tion of its parts, the actual changes in 
word forms, real agreements between words, 
and the laws applicable to the same, 
should be carefully taught in the grammar 
schools of the State.” In the drills re­ 
ferred to, and which, hy the way, ought to 
form a part of all oral and written com­ 
munications between pupils and tutors— 
there should be given especial attention to 
conciseness and simplicity. “ It is,” said 
Southey, “ with words as with sunbeams, 
the more they are condensed the more 
they burn.” But i» enlarging the vocabu­ 
lary there must l>e combntteil the disposi­ 
tion to use long words in preference to 
brief ones. There is a mean to lie ob­ 
served, and which habit will make easy, 
that will give our vocal expressions brief 
and simple vehicles, without impairing the 
rtrength or ornate character of our sen­ 
tences. 
There is almost as much abuse as use of 
■words in ordinary conversation. Wc ordi­ 
narily employ scarce more than 150 words 


to express our wants or convey our 
thoughts. A third of these from abbrevia­ 
tions degenerate into contortions. A fif­ 
teenth or a twentieth of this limited 
vocabulary consists of unnecessary words, 
the disuse of which would purify our 
speech and make our meanings clearer. 
We accord a large measure of attention to 
our attire, and are scrupulous concerning 
our food, the cleanliness and health of the 
body, and the comfort of our surroundings; 
yet most of us are careless of the offensive­ 
ness of the vehicles we employ to convey 
to each other our thoughts and desires. 
Speech is a divine gift, but we have sadly 
abused it, for bad habits are easily formed, 
and none more so than those of speech. 
We know the power of rightly molded 
language, but we. give it utterance 
in 
very 
many 
misshapen 
forms. 
Words, 
said 
Mathews, 
are 
not 
the dress, but 
the incarnation of 
thought of the man of genius. They 
should be the pure white raiment of the 
thoughts of all men. 
Despite Byron’s 
condemnation of our “whistling, grunting, 
gutteral” tongue, it is marvelously ex­ 
pressive, and its vocabulary ample in pure 
and correct forms for all the needs of hu­ 
man speech. 
The teachers in the Berkeley conference 
were wise in urging the practice in schools 
of enlarging the use of this vocabulary on 
the part of pupils. The meager number 
of words in ordinary use, distorted by con­ 
traction and weakened by adulteration; 
the substitution of vulgarisms for power, 
and of slang for force of expression; these 
demand remedial drills and guards for the 
childreu, that each generation may move 
farther away from the deplorably, shiftless 
and sloveuly habit that is growing upon 
the everyday use of English. There en­ 
ters into the demand also the morality of 
the question. 
As we narrow and debase 
the forms of expression, we clip the wings 
and narrow the processes of thought. An 
eminent philologist has said with force 
and truth that “the language of a people is 
often a moral barometer, which marks 
with marvelous precision the rise or fall 
of the national life.” As our vocabulary 
in use is narrowed, we seek to supply lack 
of force hy rude superlatives and extrava­ 
gant and ill-applied adjectives, and thus 
debase hy effort to intensify the very 
speech we endeavor to make forcible. 


B o th Dakota and Washington Terri­ 
tories will, the coming winter, knock again 
for admission to the Union of States. And 
why should they not be admitted ? They 
have the requisite population, they pre­ 
sent Constitutions conforming to that of 
the United States and guaranteeing repub­ 
lican forms of government. If they are 
refused again, it can be for political rea­ 
sons only. But these were never contem­ 
plated as factors of such questions by the 
scheme of the Federal Union. When, 
therefore, they are projected into the issue 
of admission, they are in the nature of in­ 
tolerance, and tend to deprive a portion of 
the people of sacred rights. Tite only 
consideration of Congress should be the 
fitness of the Territories for Statehood, 
measured hy constitutional guarantees and 
the best interests of the whole people of 
the republic. It is useless, however, to at­ 
tempt to conceal the fact that the most 
potent causes that will operate to prevent 
the admission of these Territories are 
those that are related to party ascendancy. 


T h e San Jose Mercury speaks of “cycles 
of crime.” 
This is a bit of superstition. 
Men are not moved to criminals acts at one 
period more than another, or according to 
the recurrence of certain vague divisions 
of time. 
Human passions are the same 
to-day as yesterday. Social retrogression, 
certain great calamities and great revolu­ 
tions may provoke to crime or offer broader 
opportunities for its commission. 
But 
that there are allotted or recurring periods 
—with placid intervals—that are given to 
criminal manifestations more than others, 
is hut superstition. Theré is no statistical 
or other reasonable data on which to base 
such belief. 


A nd now even the English talk of ex­ 
tending tariff protection to the staple of 
life. It is proposed to protect the English 
agriculturist hy an impost upon American 
wheat. Of course this means the abandon­ 
ment of free trade along the whole line, if 
it is ever adopted—and necessity may 
drive English legislators to do it. To set 
up a harrier against wheat importation 
and attempt to maintain free trade in 
other lines will scarcely he possible. 
While the proposal is a menace to America, 
there is no help for it—not even, we appre­ 
hend, room for retaliation, since the policy 
of this people estops us from complaining.

A nd so we have it stated in “ open 
meeting” by a Los Angeles fruit-grower of 
unquestioned integrity, that they do have 
frosts in the Los Angeles section, and 
severe frosts at that. It will now be in 
order for some of our Los Angeles contem­ 
poraries to rehash the stale falsehood of 
last year to the effect that the ground 
freezes in Central and northern California 
three feet deep, and that up this way we 
are compelled to take our orange trees in 
at night and blanket them at that. 


HOLD-OVER SENATORS. 


THE CONSTITUTIONAL PROVISIONS 
UPON THE SUBJECT. 


Letter from Hon. W. H. Parks, who 
Holds the Legislative Action to 
he Illegal and Void. 


S ays an up-country exchange: “ There 
is no newspaper that has not enemies.” 
This is error. No good newspapers lack 
enemies. Some goody-goody non-expres- 
sive sheets are devoid alike of enemies or 
admirers. The vigorous newspaper, a pa­ 
lter worthy of public confidence, is abused 
and lied about; is the object of epithetic 
darts, and is called all manner of names. 
Make it a rule of judgment that the jour­ 
nal without opponents is not worthy of 
friends. 


By a slip of the pen we were made to 
speak yesterday of five Republican Con­ 
gressmen having Iteen chosen in California 
at the recent election, instead of four. We 
wish what was error were the truth, and 
weuld be still better pleased if we could 
have authentically written “ six ” instead 
of “ four.” 


T h e N e c e ssity ok H a b its o r E co no m y. 
At the recent meeting of the Leather-Deal- 
ers’ Association in Boston, Edward Atkin­ 
son, President of the Manufacturers’ Mu­ 
tual Company of Chicago, made a short 
speech, in the course of which he referred 
to the necessity of habits of economy. 
Perhaps the greatest advantage a State can 
enjoy, he said, is its disadvantage of natu­ 
ral position. Probably Massachusetts is 
the richest country in the world in propor­ 
tion to population. She has attained the 
position by learning how to save the waste ; 
for, in these days of sharp business compe­ 
tition the only successful man is he who 
learns to save the waste. In regard to 
bankruptcy legislation, the fact is that if 
there were no legislation upon the subject 
there would be less difficulty in collecting 
debts, for then men would learn to depend 
upon character rather than upon legal en­ 
actments.

A New P aper. — Susanville, Lassen 
county, has a new journal in the Lassen 
Weekly Mail, published by Benjamin M. 
Barucv and Joseph Trentain. The paper 
presents a decidedly newsy appearance, 
with good business patronage and prosper­ 
ous outlook. 


Eds. Reookd-Union : Do the Senators 
from the odd districts elected in 1884, hold 
over? is a question that must be settled at 
the meeting of the Legislature, next session, 
and perhaps it may not he premature at 
this time to open the discussion. 
Section 4 of Article 4 of the Constitution 
provides that Senators shall be chosen for 
the term of four years. Section 5 of the 
same article makes two exceptions to the 
rule: It provides that all the Senators 
elected at the first election after the adop­ 
tion of the Constitution shall hold for the 
term of three years. The seats of those 
elected in 1880 (those from the districts 
having odd numbers) to be vacated at 
the expiration of the second vear, so 
that one-half of the Senators shall 
be elected every two years. The object of 
making the Senators elected at the first 
election hold three years, was because the 
sessions of the Legislature were to be an­ 
nual for the first two years, and semi­ 
annual thereafter, commencing in 18S1, and 
in order to provide that the Senate should 
be a continuous body, one-half holding 
over for the term of a Senator’s four years, 
the other half—the Senators from the odd- 
numbered districts—vacating their seats in 
two years. Section 6 provides “ that the 
census taken under the direction of Con­ 
gress in the year 1SS0, and every ten years 
thereafter, shall be the basis of fixing and 
adjusting the legislative districts, and the 
Legislature shall, at the first session after 
each census, adjust such districts and reap­ 
portion the representation so as to preserve 
them as nearly equal in population as may 
be.” It further provides that “ until such 
districting as herein provided for shall be 
made, Senators and Assemblymen shall be 
elected by the districts according to the ap­ 
portionment now provided for by law.” 
It appears front the above quotations 
from the Constitution that its framers had 
provided for all of the contingencies that 
were liable lo arise. First, they fixed the 
term of the Senators lor four vears, with 
two exceptions, viz; those elected at the 
first election after the adoption of the Con­ 
stitution, who were to hold for three years; 
second, these elected from the odd dis­ 
tricts iu 18S2, who were to hold only for 
two year3. In all other cases the term of 
a Senator should be four years. 
The two exceptions have passed in exact 
accordance with the provisions of the Con­ 
stitution. The Legislature of 1881 (the 
first session after the census) failed to re­ 
apportion the State, leaving the districts 
just as they were at the time of the adop­ 
tion of the new Constitution. The next 
Legislature ot 1883 undertook to reappor­ 
tion the State into Senatorial and Assem­ 
bly districts, making the Act creating the 
Assembly districts take effect in the usual 
time, but postponing the time when the 
Act creating the Senatorial districts should 
take effect until July, 1886. with the ex­ 
pectation that the Senators from the odd 
districts elected in 1882 would hold over 
until 1886, and at which time they had 
provided that those from the odd districts 
should be elected for two years only. 
The first proposition was a usurpation of 
power that had never been heard of in the 
history of any Legislature in the United 
States—an attempt to extend the term of 
the office of a legislator. The next propo­ 
sition—to elect the Senators for the odd 
districts in 18S6—was equally absurd, and 
in direct conflict with the provisions of the 
Constitution. In the first instance they 
attempt to lengthen the term of the Sena­ 
tors two years ; in the second instance they 
attempt to shorten the term two years. The 
writer of this article raised the uuestion as 
to their power in the first instance. The 
case was taken to the Court, and it issued a 
writ of mandate compelling the Governor 
to order elections in the odd districts in 
1884, in accordance with the then existing 
law ; and the question now at issue is. How 
long do the Senators of the odd districts 
thus elected hold for? 
The old Constitution, under which the 
law was framed, provided that the term of 
a Senator should be four years. The 
law under which they were elected pro­ 
vided that their term should be four years. 
The new Constitution provides that the 
term of a Senator shall be four yeats, but 
the Legislature of 1883 undertook to say 
that the term of those elected for 1834 
should only be for two years, thereby short­ 
ening their term two years, or, in other 
words, legislating them'out of office, which, 
in my opinion, is in direct conflict with the 
Constitution and the law, and the Act of 
1883 is unconstitutional and void, and elec­ 
tions this year should have been held un­ 
der the old law, and only from the even dis­ 
tricts. 
If I am correct in my conclusions, the 
election just held to elect Senators is null 
and void, with a few exceptions. Those 
are where the even-numbered districts cor­ 
respond with the districts under the old 
law, and are as follows: San Joaquin 
county was District No. 16; Senator Lang­ 
ford has been re-elected from that district. 
Sacramento county was No. 18, and has 
elected two Senator's—Dray and Carey. The 
district being entitled to two Senators, the 
two persons receiving the highest number 
of votes must be elected. 
Nevada countv 
was No. 24, and is entitled to one and one- 
half Senators. She has eected one—Mr. 
Walrath. Placer county is No. 22, and has 
elected Mr. Hull. 
TheSenate will stand as follows: District 
No. 1, A. P. Johnson ; 3, George Steele: 5, 
J. 1). Spencer (resigned); 7, Jas. B. Leroe 
and A. \V. Saxe; !), George C. Parkinson ; 
!lth again, Egisto Palmieri; 11, Daniel J. 
Creighton and Edward F. Drum; 13, J. M. 
Days and John L. Boone; 15, F. C. De 
Long; 17, Beauvais (deceased); 19, W. B. 
Parker and Martin J. Wright; 21, G. A. 
Johnson; 23, Henry Mahler; 25, A. L. 
Chandler; 27, E. G. Hurlburt; 29, C. F. 
Foster; the 22d district, A. P. Hall; 24tb, 
Walrath; 18th. Dray and Carey; 16th, B.f ! 
Langford, making a total of twenty-three, 
with two vacancies in odd districts. 
There is an opinion quite generally en­ 
tertained that a legislative body is the 
judge of the election and qualification of 
its own members, and that after they have 
so determined all their acts must necessa­ 
rily be legal. This is only true so far as to 
their right to determine who are entitled 
to scats. But it is not conclusive that it is 
a legally constituted body. Laws passed 
by it may lie called in question on the 
grounds 
that 
t5e 
body 
is 
not 
legally constituted, and 
the Courts 
may determine whether it is or not. 
Or in case of the election of a United 
States Senator, as will be the case this com­ 
ing session, it the question should be 
raised in the United States Senate as to the 
legality of the Legislature that elected, it 
would undoubtedly go behind tliecertificate 
of election, and determine whether the 
Legislature was a legally constituted body 
or not. Suppose the question had not been 
raised in 1884, and no election had been 
held for Senators, and those from the odd 
districts, whose term had expired, had met 
and performed the duties of Senators—they 
being just one-half of the Senate—docs any 
one doubt for a moment that the same 
Court that ordered their successors to be 
elected would have held the Senate to be 
an unconstitutional body, and consequently 
all of the Acts of the Legislature null and 
void ? Or does any one doubt for a moment 
that when Governor Stanford should have 
presented his certificate of election to the 
UniteiiStates Senate, that that body would 
have declared his election illegal, and con­ 
sequently have refused him his seat? 
The Chronicle suggests that they would 
be “ de facto Senators." Who ever heard 
of a de facto Senator or a de facto Con­ 
gressman ? 
Suppose, again, that at the last election a 
part of the counties had construed the law 
as the writer does, and elected under the 
law creating the old districts—say Sacra­ 
mento and San Joaquin had elected two 
Senators each, instead of one each, as they 
are allowed under the Act of 1883. This 
would make a Senate of forty-two mem­ 
bers, all having certificates of election. 
Now, suppose the Senate concluded to ad­ 
mit

doubt for a moment that the acts of this 
Legislature would be declared null and 
void? The Senate could justly say. If the 
Legislature of 1883 could lengthen the term 
of one set of Senators and shorten that of 
another, in direct conflict with the Consti­ 
tution, they certainly ought to have the 
power to inci ease or lessen the number of 
Senators. The Chronicle suggests further 
that the Governor would not recognize the 
Legislature composed of the hold-over Sen­ 
ators. Now let us see whether the Gov­ 
ernor has to recognize the Legislature or 
the Legislature the Governor. 
Section 4 of Article V. of the Constitu­ 
tion provides that “ the returns of every 


election for Governor shall be sealed up 
and transmitted to the seat of government, 
directed to the Speaker of the Assembly, 
who shall, during the first week of the ses­ 
sion, open and publish them in the presence 
of both houses of the Legislature, and the 
person receiving the highest number of 
votes shall be Governor.” And I conclude 
the Governor-elect will be inaugurated by 
the body that proclaims his election, or will 
he go to the “ de facto Legislature” for his 
inauguration ? 
The facts are that there has been a blun­ 
der committed in orderiug the election this 
fall, and the sooner it is remedied the 
better. The Senators from the odd dis­ 
tricts have taken an oath to perform the 
duties of the office for the term for which 
they were elected, and in accotdance with 
that oath they undoubtedly will meet on 
the day appointed for th'e assembling of 
the Legislature, and will then determine 
who are legally elected, and who are en­ 
titled to become members of their body 
and that decision will be final, so far as the 
seating of the members is concerned. The 
Senate is a continuous body under the 
terms of the Constitution ; their presiding 
officer (the Lieutenant-Governor) holds 
until his successor is duly elected and 
qualified. The law provides that their 
Secretary and Sergeant-at-Arms hold their 
positions until their successors are elected 
and qualified. In other words, they are 
an organized body as much as the United 
States Senate, competent to determine the 
qualification of the members elect and the 
duty devolves upon them to do so, and 
any other course will be revolutionary in 
character.

CITRUS FRUITS IN TEHAMA. 
A Land oí W onderful Capabilities, and 
Comparatively Unoccupied. 
Eds. Record-U nion : W e notice with 
pleasure the spirit evinced for pushing the 
present “immigration boom” for Central 
and Northern California to its great devel­ 
opment, and among the displays of citrus 
and other fruits at Sacramento in Decem­ 
ber, Tehama county will stand well to the 
front. Oranges, lemons and olives are all 
hanging in ripening beauty on the bending 
boughs of Red Bluff trees, and more beau­ 
tiful specimens will be hard to find. I, 
to-day, visited the Star Ranch in this city, 
and lrom the well known and thoroughly 
practical proprietor, Mr. Dttncan, learned 
something of his success with fruits here, 
and his exhibit at Sacramento will be 
worth seeing. He lias fig trees thirty-one 
years old, fifty feet high, fifty-five feet 
spread and several feet in diameter. He 
dried a ton of figs this year. He has been 
experimenting with eight kinds of white 
figs, but finds, as yet, no variety so good as 
the purple California fig, for drying. 
Mr. Duncan is an old Scotch gardener, 
and has lived here eleven years, and npw 
has fifty acres in fruit on bottom land, and 
will plant ten or fifteen acres more this 
winter, including several acres of oranges. 
At first,¡he expended $1,000 or more for irri­ 
gating machinery, but found by experience 
that he increased his grape crop at first, to 
its detriment afterward, and finally aband­ 
oned it altogether, substituting thorough 
cultivation in its place. As proof of the 
soundness of his practice, I will give fig­ 
ures : He planted fifteen French prune 
trees four years ago. This year he care­ 
fully weighed the product and obtained an 
average of four hundred pounds per tree, 
and sold them at two cents per pound, or 
$3 per tree. At fifty trees per acre, this 
gives $400 per acre returns for four year 
old trees. If these facts do not convince 
anyone that Tehama county is a good 
E 
l ace to raise fruits without irrigation, he 
ad better “go west.” Mr. Duncan also 
raises twenty acres of grapes, lie has 
some very fine raisins to exhibit, and many 
kinds of dried and preserved prunes, peach­ 
es, plums, etc. To show that the “poor 
red lands,” so called, will also raise good 
grapes, although, of course, not so heavy 
crops, I refer to Mr. Drane's eighty acres, 
one mile south of Red Bluff, on one of the 
poorest, thinnest tracts in the county. 
Five years ago Mr. I), catue here without a 
dollar, now he has refused $5,000 cash for 
his eighty acres, and is, by hard work, in­ 
creasing bis area in vines and the va.ue of 
his place year by year. 
In conclusion, let me invite all who con 
template settling in this favored land of 
sunshine and plenty, to visit lied Bluff and 
see for themselves. We will be happy to 
show these tracts to all who come, and we 
have hundreds of others equally as good. 
I simply note these, because visited to-day. 
These tracts are not for sale, but good lands 
in plenty can be secured here now at low 
figures. If any think it cold here, come 
and see our golden orange trees now beur- 
ing and ripening luscious fruit. Seeing is 
believing and knowing.

The Viticultural CoiIimtsHioii. 
[S. F Bulletin, November lf.th ] 
The Board of State Viticultura! Commis­ 
sioners held its regular semi-annual meet­ 
ing to-day at the rooms of the Board, cor­ 
ner Montgomery and Bush streets. 
The election of officers was the first busi­ 
ness. ItTesulted in the re-election of all, 
as follows: President, Arpad Haraszthy ; 
Vice-President, C. A. Wetmore : Treasurer, 
Charles Krug; Secretary, John H. Wheeler; 
Chief Executive Viticultural Officer, C. A. 
Wetmore. 
After some discussion, L. J. Rose offered 
the following resolutions,which were unan­ 
imously adopted: 
Resolved, That this body is not in favor of the 
passage, in Congress, of any measure admitting 
the use of free com spirits iu the fortifying of 
wines. 
Resolved, That the Executive Committee of 
this Board be authorized to apply all the avail­ 
able fuuds provided by the Slate appropriation, 
not necessary for the maintenance oí regular 
work of the Board, to the expense of the Caii- 
fornta Grapc-growers’ and Wine-makers' Union 
in pre-cntmg the claims of vine growers before 
Congress, and iu awakening public interest in 
disposing of our products. And this Board 
urges upon the vine-growers of this .State the 
importance of subscribing liberally to the 
fuuds oi this Union, so that sufficient for prac­ 
tical purposes may be collected and properlv 
expended. Also, that it is the sense of this 
Commission that Mr. Wetmore |bo authorized to 
act for the Commission at Washington during 
tite coming session to assist in securing legisla­ 
tion favorubie to the wine-growers oi California. 
The Commissioners instructed the Secre­ 
tary to record upon the minutes, without a 
formal resolution, their reiteration of opin­ 
ions formerly expressed, demanding the 
suppression of wine adulteration in the 
use of grape spirits in fortifying sweet 
wines. Also, the necessity of increased 
appropriations from the State to continue 
the work begun by this Board. 
The following resolution was offered by 
Mr. De Turk, and was adopted: 
Resolved, That the thanks of the Commission 
and California viue-growers are tendered to 
members of Congress for their united and suc­ 
cessful efforts made at the last session of Con­ 
gress in behali of viticultural measures. 
After some informal debate and inter­ 
change of opinions, the Board adjourned. 
Afterward Dr. E. J. Fraser exhibited to the 
Commissioners the details of his new pro­ 
cess of maturing wines by means of elec­ 
tricity.

R enew al ot th e Sunday L aw . 
Y esterday's San F rancisco Chronicle states 
th at the chief topic discussed in the Metho­ 
dist Preachers’ Meeting in that city on 
Monday was the recent m ovem ent inaugu­ 
rated by the pastors of the Sacramento 
churches for a revival of the Sunday law. 
The Secretary, Rev. Mr. Bovard, stated that

an organized effort to secure the passage of a 
Sunday law at the approaching session of the 
State Legislature. 
A committee was appointed to devise ways 
and means of carrying this action into effect 
That committee now suggests that a Convention 
of all persens interested in the passage of a Sun­ 
day law shall be held in San Francisco on the 
29th of November, at 2 p. m. of that d a v , at the 
Young Men s Christian Association building, to 
Consider the whole question and devise means 
for bringing the m atter properly before the Leg­ 
islature. You are respectfully invited to be 
present at this meeting and to lend your aid in 
furthering this important interest.

The chow-chow of Mrs. Hoover is 
thus made : Two dozen large green toma­ 
toes, one large red onion; slice; green pep­ 
pers, a half-dozen; mix, salt and let stand 
four hours. Then spread and drain four 
hours. 
P ut in a procelain pot, and pour 
over enough white-wine vinegar to cover, 
w ith one cap of brown sugar, one large 
tablespoonfui 
of ground 
m ustard, two 
tablespoonfuls white m ustard seed, one tea­ 
spoonful celery seed, one tablespoonfui 
ground mace. Boil all in a porcelain pot 
thoroughly. Seal hot.

o f Insect Pests.

The Fruit-Growers’ Convention recon­ 
vened in the Assembly Chamber of the 
State Capitol at 9 a. m. yesterday. About 
one hundred farmers and fruit-growers 
were in attendance, the discussions were 
entered into with much spirit, and the only 
thing that can be criticised is the fact that 
some few want to do all the talking. Gov­ 
ernor Stoneman was present and took 
qnite an interest in the insect pest discus­ 
sions. H e bas an orange grove in San 
Gabriel valley, and is as much interested 
in the subject of exterm inating this curse 
as is anv orange-grower in southern Cali­ 
fornia. 
A large num ber of the fruit grow­ 
ers of Sacramento, Placer, A olo and El 
Dorado counties put in an appearance yes­ 
terday. The ravages of the codlin moth, 
which worked the ruin of their apple crops 
this season, has caused them to become 
m uch interested in the subject of tlieir ex­ 
term ination. They have been fighting the 
bug, ’ but with ill" success, for, like Billy 
Birch’s bedfellow, “ it get’s there all the 
sam e.” 


a n e s s a y o n b u o s . 
A considerable portion of the m orning 
session was occupied by W. G. Klee, who 
read two able and exhaustive papers. The 
first was on the “ Codlin M oth.’’ This was 
of peculiar interest to all present; 
for 
while all do not have fruit that is affected 
by scale, all do have fruit, such as apples, 
pears and quinces, that are injured by the 
codlin moth. 
His essays were so lengthy 
that they cannot be given in full, but the 
following extracts were noted as he read 
th em : 
H e said, in the estimation of m any fruit­ 
growers, this was the most pernicious pest 
ever introduced into this State. It exists in 
nearly all the northern counties, and, with 
the exception of Ventura, in all, from Sac­ 
ramento to San Diego. 
Some sections in 
this district, however, have so far escaped. 
In Carpenteria, Santa Barbara county, the 
moth has not yet put in an appearance, 
which seems a little strange when the fact 
is taken into consideration that the or- 
chardists in that section are not vigilant as 
regards its introduction and spread. A the­ 
ory is advanced at Carpenteria that the 
m oth is kept out by the coal-oil odor which 
there pervades the atmosphere. 
This the­ 
ory he did not believe was founded in fact. 
The absence, in his opinion, was owing to 
the fact that they had 


r e c e i v e d n o r e t u r n i n f e c t e d b o x e s '. 
The people of that section, appreciating 
their present good fortune in that respect, 
should take all precautions in the future 
against the im portation of this obnoxious 
merchandise. The work of the codlin 
m oth is too conspicuous and too well 
known to need discussion, and he would 
pass directly to that of tbe remedies, of 
which there are many, but none, so far 
as tried, quite satisfactory, although sev­ 
eral are quite promising. The different 
m ethods employed to destroy the codlin 
moth may be divided into four classes, as 
follows : Those aim ing at destroying the 
young larva1 while in the fru it: those aim ­ 
ing at the destruction of the m ature larva1; 
those aim ing at the destruction of the 
inotli : those aim ing at the destruction of 
the hibernating cocoons. 


h o w i t i s d o n e . 
The first is attempted by spraying. This 
is the most promising, and in the East, 
where it has been tried for a num ber of 
years, it has given quite satisfactory results. 
Of the solutions employed, the arsenic 
compounds have been preferable. A solu­ 
tion of Paris green, London purple and 
lime has proved quite successful. Of these, 
the Paris green is the only component part 
that was effective to any- great extent. 
Spraying with Paris green or London pur­ 
ple is efficient, and not expensive. The 
powder wants to be mixed one pound to 
fifty gallons of water. 
It is best to wet the 
powder thoroughly and m ix it into a kind 
of paste before putting it into the vessel of 
water. 
A common pailful of this m ixture 
is sufficient for the largest tree. A tea- 
spoontul of this poison is sufficient for a 
pailful of water. 
In Mayj and June the 
calyx of the apple is up, and so the poison 
is retained sufficiently long to kill most of 
the insects. 


TH E FRUIT IS NOT POISONED. 
The danger from this practice I have 
proven to be nothing at all. The micro­ 
scope and chemical analysis have both 
shown that all the poison has been removed 
long before we wish to eat the fruit. The 
wind, no less than the rain, helps to effect 
this removal. 
Acid or white arsenic dissolved in potash 
is used less in the East than Paris green 
and London purple. There is no danger to 
the health by the use of either. It m ust be 
used 
under 
proper 
conditions of 
the 
weather or the fruit and foliage will be 
injured. 
W hale-oil soap and sulphide of soda he 
recommends as a sum m er wash. Dissolve 
30 pounds whale-oil soap (80 per cent, soap, 
at the most costing five cents per pound) ir. 
GO gallons of water. 
Boil three pounds of 
lye (American 
concentrated) 
with 
six 
pounds of sulphur and a couple of gallons 
of water. 
W hen thoroughly dissolved it is 
a dark-brown liquid (chemically, sulphide 
of soda). 
Mix the two, the soap and the 
sulphide cf soda, well, and allow them to 
boil for about half an hour, then add about 
90 gallons of water to the m ixture, and it 
is ready for nse. Apply it warm, at about 
130° Fahrenheit, by means of a spray 
Ímmp. 
Used warm its effect is better, and 
ess material is required than when cold. 
We have found this wash effectual in de­ 
stroying the codlin moth. 


T IIE R E SHOULD BE UNITY OF ACTION. 
The banding system captures many of 
the larvie, but the majority of the larvie no 
doubt find other hidiug places in fences, 
buildings, etc., and, perhaps, more than 
anywhere, under the clods at the foot of 
the tre e ; and it is here in an old orchard 
that I invariably find cocoons. To make 
the banding system more effective the 
ground immediately around the tree, as 
well as that of the whole orchard, should 
be thoroughly pulverized. The greatest 
obstacle to the success of the banding sys­ 
tem is w ant of unity of action on the part 
of orchardists. One will conscientiously 
and thoroughly perform this work and his 
neighbor will neglect to do so. The work 
accomplished by the one is counterbal­ 
anced by the neglect of the other. The 
neglect of one poor farmer is sufficient to 
counterbalance all the work that can be 
accomplished by a dozen of bis neighbor­ 
ing orchardists. There should be a full 
and complete co-operation on the part of 
all. and then will they be successful. 


SCALE INSECTS. 
Sir.K lee also read a lengthy paper upon 
scale insects. 
He said the Aspidiotus per­ 
niciosas had done more harm to the fruit of 
the State than any other, and it was found 
in everj’ county from Shasta to San Diego. 
This insect has three broods a year, in 
June, August and October, at which time 
all the eggs are supposed to be hatched. 
The tim e for hatching varies somewhat, 
owing to climatic influences. They appear 
in different stages at different seasons, and 
can be destroyed the most effectually when 
they are in the form of young lice. The 
old scale are too well protected to be de­ 
stroyed by washes applied in the sum m er 
months, and this is one of the reasons why 
so m any have been unsuccessful. 
One 
most im portant point to be considered in 
spraying is the size of the tree. W hile it 
is a comparatively easy thing to reach 
every part of a small tree, a large one. par­ 
ticularly one w ith rough hark, is almost 
impossible to cover with the spray. W hen­ 
ever extermination is sought, and large 
trees are to be treated, we m ust be prepared 
for some sacrifice. Trees above fifteen feet 
need cutting back to convenient hight. and 
also a thorough thinning. 
If a tree be old 
and has rough bark it would be better to 
have the top completely renewed, by cut­ 
ting tbe head off, and scrubbing the re­ 
m aining body. Trees treated in this m an­ 
ner can be thoroughly cleansed, a fact of 
which there is abundant proof in every 
county of the State. 
A VALUABLE RECEIPT. 
The most successful solution we know 
of is : 
H alf a pound of concentrated lye 
half a pound of commercial potash to five 
quarts of water. This is to be used only 
when the trees are dorm ant. This remedy 
bas been used with admirable success in 
almost every section of the State. 
Another remedy, known as the “ Geiger 
wash,” is prepared as follow s: Six pounds 
concentrated lye and six gallons of water : 
to this add four pounds of sulphur and set 
to boil. Then add nine gallons of water. 
W hile boiling add three gallons of whale- 
oil foots. 
Finally add fifteen gallons of 


water in which three pounds of saltpeter 
has been dissolved. Apply hot. 
The foTlowing is recommended for pear 
trees only, and to be applied with a brush : 
Kerosene, twe-thirds of a gallon, mixed 
w ith one-third of a gallon of fish oil. 
The white pear scale (Aspidiotus rapaz) is 
found all along the coast, from San F ran­ 
cisco to San Diego. 
This scale being 
lighter in color, is easily distinguished 
from the Aspidiotus pcrniciosus. 
It has but 
one brood a year. 
The Aspidiotus conchin/ormis, or oyster- 
shell apple-bark louse, like the last-m en­ 
tioned, has but one brood a year. 
It is 
found on the apple chietly, but sometimes 
is found upon the pear. 
It is confined 
chiefly to the coast counties, but is also 
found in other places in the San Joaquin 
valley. 
Owing to the thickness of the 
armor, it is one of the most difficult of the 
scale to exterminate. 
ANOTHER REMEDY. 
A good remedy for the two last named is 
h alf a pound of lye and a half-pound of 
commercial potash to one gallon of water. 
The fAspidiotus antantii is confined to 
citrus trees. The trees affected by this pest 
become very sickly and non-productive. 
It is a disease of long-standing, but has 
until lately been little fought. Various 
soap remedies have proven quite efficient. 
The red orange scale somewhat resem­ 
bles the last-mentioned, and is found in 
orange orchards in Los Angeles county. 
One of the m any remedies employed in 
fighting the pest is the follow ing: 
Eight 
pounds caustic soda and 1J gallons of whale 
oil to 100 gallons of water. This exceed­ 
ingly oheap wash seemed to accomplish 
good results. Others were using 8 pounds 
of potash to 100 gallons of water, seemingly 
w ith good effect. 
Secanium olea—the olive scale—is one of 
the most common on the coast. Spray the 
trees in winter with weak-lye washes, say 
one-quarter pound concentrated lye, one- 
pound potash to one gallon water. 
The essay embraced the black scale (Le- 
caniuja hesperiduvi) or soft orange scale, 
I.ecanium hemisphericum), the grape scale, 
cottony cushion scale, etc. 
He also gave 
formulas for different solutions that had 
been used successfully. 
The ravages of the pest, according to the 
“ chief bug inspector, ’ are confined to the 
southern portion of the State, the orange 
groves of the m iddle section of the State 
and the foothills bordering on the Sacra­ 
m ento valley having not as yet been af­ 
fected by them . 


W HAT OTHERS T H IN K ABOUT IT . 
At the close of the reading of the essay 
by the Inspector of Fruit Pests, he was 
asked many questions regarding the differ­ 
ent scale and the m ethods used for their 
extermination. 
Mr. Lelong spoke at length on the cot­ 
tony cushion scale, a subject at which he 
was perfectly at home upon. H e had made 
the insect, its ravages and the best methods 
of its destruction a study, and gave the Con­ 
vention m any points from his observation 
and experience. 
In Los Angeles county 
the Board of Supervisors, under a State 
law, passed an ordinance creating Pest In ­ 
spectors. The Inspectors m et with much 
opposition. The owners would not cut 
down their trees unless they were paid the 
value of a three years’ crop. The Inspect­ 
ors went to work under the ordinance and 
served notice on all owners of infected trees 
to clean them within fifteen days. It costs 
money to enforce laws, where a compliance 
indicates an apparent destruction of prop­ 
erty and a loss of value. The law, however, 
was enforced, but it cost Los Angeles from 
$15,000 to $20,000 to do it. The law as it 
now exists is not a dead letter, is not u n ­ 
constitutional as claimed by some, still a 
law conld be framed that would be sim pler 
and more effective. H e said there were 
m any methods of spraying and cleaning 
trees infected with scale. Most all of them 
were good, but none of them could be 
called exterminators, with one application. 
Some tent their trees and then fill it with 
some kind of gas. This of course reaches 
every scale, no m atter where he may be lo­ 
cated. This gas bath lasts for fifteen m in­ 
utes, but in many cases the trees after­ 
wards show the evil effects of the gas. 
H e 
said it was som ething new, and he was in 
the dark as to what kind of gas was used. 
Spraying from the ground, he said, did not 
saturate the foliage sufficiently to destroy 
all the scale. The most effective way was 
to use a step-ladder, and spray downward. 


IT CAME FROM AUSTRALIA. 
W . G. Klee said the true hom e of this 
insect seemed, from all that could be 
learned, to be Australia, and he advised 
every farmer who had any friends in that 
country to write and ascertain if they had 
any remedy to offer. 
Mr. Block, of Santa Clara, said this scale 
did not confine its ravages to citrus fruits, 
but was also found on locust and acacia 
trees. 
Mr. Lelong said this was true. They 
affect every kind of tree and plant. They 
do not thrive in the olive. Olive trees in 
the center of infected orange groves are 
found to bs entirely free from scale. This 
scale is very destructive in Cape Town, 
Africa. 
Mathew Cooke said the codlin m oth was 
very bad in Santa Clara valley, as was also 
the San Jose scale. Both of these pests 
could be got rid of successfully if the fruit­ 
growers will only follow instructions. They 
m ust learn the natural history of the in­ 
sect. and this done, there is no insect he 
cannot successfully fight. It is going to 
cost som ething; but the fruit-raiser will 
m ake $15 for every $5 he puts out in that 
way. The white scale is spreading in this 
city. 
It is a fact that some orchardists who 
have filthy trees will not allow them to be 
cleaned unless they are paid for granting 
the privilege. 
The am ount that is lost 
annually in this Sfate by these insect pests 
represents an am ount greater than that 
which costs to run our State and county 
Governments. 


ON T H E SACRAMENTO. 
Sol. Runyon, of Courtland, one of the 
most extensive orchardists on the Sacra­ 
m ento river, gave his personal experience 
in fighting the scale and codlin m oth. 
He 
had tried almost every remedy that had 
been recommended, and had been more or 
less successful with all. The best in his 
opinion was the caustic soda and potash 
wash. 
The trees he washed last season 
produced more abundant crops than those 
he did not wash. The peach trees that 
were sprayed show a decided growth. They 
were washed in February, when they were 
in bud. During the last two weeks he had 
been using a wash which he was positive 
killed the insects. H e was not at liberty to 
state w hat it was, and did not know what 
effect it was going to have upon the trees. 


IX SOLANO COUNTY. 
A. T. Hatch, of Suisun.said that last sea­ 
son he cut down all the trees he could find 
that were infected w ith the San Jose scale. 
This year he found a large num ber infected 
almost a half mile distant. 
They develop 
more in the fall 
of the 
year than 
at any other time. 
It 
is the most 
serious pest he has to contend with. It is 
carried by bugs. Bugs that crawl, bugs that 
bop, and bugs that fly, cai v this scale, 
clinging to their limbs and . odies, trom 
tree to tree, from orchard to orchard. 
Those diabolical squash bugs do a large 
am ount of this carrying business. The 
scale is enterprising, if it is sm all, and 
“ catches on’’ to everything that flies, or 
that don’t fly, so long as it moves from 
place to place. One scale in one orchard 
will infect a whole neighborhood in one 
year. 
Mr. Buck, of Vacaville, said fruit that 
comes to Sacramento or goes to San F ran­ 
cisco, from all parts of the State, is more or 
less infected with the scale. 
The only way 
to do was to wash the trees w inter and 
sum m er—wash all the time. 
Do this 
thoroughly, and then no doubt there will 
be seed enough for the next year. 
Mr. H atch said there no doubt were many 
and effective washes. 
We destroy the scale 
in one piace one year, the next it is found 
in another place. 
If onr neighbors do not 
clean their "trees, all our outlay and labor 
is a loss. 
U ntil there ¡3 a law compelling 
everyone to clean their orchards there will 
be no protection. Our orchards will die, 
fruit become an expensive luxury, and one 
of the best interests of the State will be 
abandoned. So far as he was able to learn, 
the apricot had so far escaped the ravages 
of this scale. 
Afternoon Session. 
The Convention m et in the afternoon in 
the Supreme Court-room of the State Capi­ 
tol, it being warmer and more convenient. 
I. A. W ilcox read alengthy and intensely 
interesting essay on the strawberry, rasp­ 
berry, gooseberry and blackberry. This 
essay, together with all others read during 
the "session of the Convention, will be 
printed in full in the biennial report of the 
Horticultural Commission, which wili be 
issued from the office of the State Printer 
about the 1st of January. 
T he subject of “ Proper Laws to Prevent 
the Spread ot Insect Pests ” was next taken 
up and discussed for nearly two hours.

T he G rand J u ry Im p an eled . 
In D epartm ent One of the Superior 
Court yesterday the persons drawn to serve 
as Grand Jurors answered to their names. 
A few were excused for a good cause, and 
after the prisoners in the county jail had 
been given their right to challenge (which 
some accepted), nineteen jurors were se­ 
lected by lot to form the jury, as follows : 
George Rich, J. L. Huntoon. Chris Green, 
W . J. O’Brien, A. Sage, W . E. Wise. S. L. 
Richards, George Murray, Robert Ward, 
George Moore. R. J. Merkley, J. J. Bauer, 
A. Heilbron, Thomas Harper, W. H. Rob­ 
inson, J. B. Furnish, S. B. Sm ith, Benj. 
Bailey and J. H. Kerr. Christopher Green 
was appointed Forem an. 
Judge Van Fleet addressed the jury at 
length relative to the duty devolving upon 
it, and in the course of his rem arks said : 
“ Now, I desire to call your particular and 
careful attention to one of the duties 
which is confided to you, and which the 
Legislature, as the representative of the 
entire State, in its assembled wisdom, has 
deemed of such importance to the ends of 
good government and the safety and se­ 
curity of our institutions that it has en­ 
joined upon every Judge who is caBed 
upon to im panel a Grand Jury to charge 
them especially as to their duties in that 
regard. 
You are required, before complet­ 
ing your labors, to make a careful and 
complete exam ination of the books, records 
and accounts of all the officers of the 
county, and especially those pertaining to 
the revenue, and to m ake your report 
thereon 
to 
this 
C o u rt; 
and 
if, in 
your 
judgm ent, 
the 
services 
of 
an 
expert 
are 
necessary, you 
have the 
power to 
employ one 
at an 
agreed 
compensation not to exceed $5 per day. 
This is a duty that you should not pass over 
lightly or in a perfunctory m anner, but 
your investigation should be thorough and 
complete, and directed and carried out in 
such m anner as to enable you to lay before 
this Court and the public in your report a 
clear and concise statem ent of the condi­ 
tion of the accounts and m anner of carry­ 
ing on the business in every public office in 
the county. This duty is one that has a 
peculiar significance and importance at this 
time, when m any of the incum bents of 
public trusts are about surrendering their 
adminisEraiion to successors in office, lately 
chusen. 
It is therefore essential that your 
investigations of the affairs of these outgo­ 
ing servants of the public be thorough and 
complete.” 
Tbe jury then retired to its room and 
elected S. B. Sm ith Secretary. A? District 
Attorney Buckley’s term wiil expire, in all 
probability, before the cases acted upon by 
the jury come into Court, he has appointed 
Elwood Bruner, District Attorney-elect, to 
serve as Deputy District Attorney, and he 
will probably act as the ju ry ’s adviser. 
[By the way, speaking ot Deputv District 
Attorney, it is rumored that Jay 11. Brown, 
who was at one time in Mr. Buckley's of­ 
fice, will be appointed by Mr. Bruner as 
his Deputy.] 


C lunie O pera H ouse. 
F or the first tim e in its history the Opera 
House yielded its stage to sawdust and the 
“ horse opera ’ last night. Coup's exhibi­ 
tion of trained horses drew a large au­ 
dience. 
Expectation had been raised to a 
high pitch by the reports of the success of 
the ” show” in San Francisco and at the 
East. 
It is easily understood to how much 
better advantage the exhibition m ust have 
been given upon the very large stage of the 
Grand Opera House in San Francisco than 
upon the m uch sm aller one of the Clunie. 
it was evident that the trainer and his 
horses were embarrassed by the narrow 
lim its to which confined, more so probably 
than they will be to-night. But this said, 
it was a fine exhibition of what can be 
accomplished in the training of the horse. 
The anim als used are, with three excep­ 
tions, “ broncos,” and all under four years 
of age; several are but two-year-olds. The 
“ bronco” is the least tractable of horses, 
comes of “ scrub” stock, and has less brain 
space and a narrower muzzle than the well- 
bred American horse. It is easily com­ 
prehensible how much more of training 
achievement it is to bring these thirteen 
stubborn 
“ plains 
horses” 
to 
terms 
than to train a better class. 
It is sur-_ 
prising to witness the evidences of success 
achieved by Coup’s trainer. The anim als 
fetch and carry at command, come and go 
by call of name or num ber, count, see-saw, 
execute complex orders, m arch in many 
ways, move and strike attitudes in concerr, 
are fearless of the footlights, and do a large 
num ber of pleasing tricks. They are under 
perfect control, and exhibit none of their 
native viciouspes*. A t the close they en 
gage in a m inature battle, firing small 
Howitzers strapped to their backs; and one 
that has been taught not to fear lire ascends 
a “ run ” amidst stage flames and brings 
down a lady from an apparently burning 
‘‘scene.’’ 
Á trick mule is introduced that 
swings itself, and a mischievous pony that 
is rem arkably intelligent. 
A fine, well- 
bred stallion is put through a variety of 
paces by word of command, and gives an 
interesting 
example 
cf 
the 
trainer’s 
skill. 
All 
in 
all, it is a tine horse 
show, and all the better from the fact that 
it is evolved from such intractable, raw 
material. The exhibition of the rem ark­ 
able intelligence of the horses was inter­ 
spersed with variety numbers. 
These were 
excellent roller-skating by Charles and 
Carrie M oore; acrobatic exercises and gro­ 
tesque dancing and contortion 
by the 
Gerard family—Emile, Kate and Louis— 
performers of the first order in those lin es; 
ventriloqual interlude by Prof. Paul, a 
young ventriloquist of excellence, and who 
was twice recalled by warm applause ; Prof. 
Moore's trained dogs—about a dozen dogs, 
trom the hound to the poodle, th at do a 
large num ber of tricks capitally. 
The 
whole performance is rapid, greatly varied, 
and throughout interesting and enjoyable. 
A second entertainm ent will be given to­ 
night. 


N ot a B it Crazy. 
Judge Van Fleet received a letter yester­ 
day from the Resident Physician of the 
Stockton Insane Asylum, stating that Jas. 
M urphy, the pugilistic individual who was 
sent to that institution from the Sacra­ 
mento County Jaii some weeks ago, had 
not given any evidence of insanity since 
he had been in the asylum, and is "not in­ 
sane ; and inquiring 
whether 
he was 
wanted here to serve his term out. 
It will 
be recollected that he was arrested by offi­ 
cers Ferral aud Sullivan for an unprovoked 
battery, and while being taken to the sta­ 
tion-house turned upon the officers and 
struck Ferral such a powerful blow in the 
eye that it was in m ourning for some time. 
Judge H enry sentenced him to a long term 
in the County Jail, where he imrucdiately 
began to feign insanity. For some time 
the officers at the jail believed he was only 
“ playing it,” hut he persisted so unceas­ 
ingly that they had him exam ined by the 
Commissioners of Lunacy, who interviewed 
him two or three times before finally com­ 
m itting him to the asylum. This “ insan­ 
ity dodge” has been worked by him before, 
on one occasion when he was sent to jail 
for an offense. 
At that tim e he was sent 
to Napa, but before ho had been long in the 
asylum he “ recovered” and was discharged. 
Ho will probably be brought back to the 
Conntv Jail, and m ade to complete his 
term of sentence, as a hint toothers as well 
as himself.

This announcement caused considerable 
excitement in Democratic circles through­ 
out the city, and the Capital and Golden 
Eagle Hotels last niglit were graced with 
the presence of a large num ber of the local 
leaders of the party. The meeting at Pio­ 
neer H all was attended by but few of the 
Little Six faction, but quite largely attended 
by the Big Ten, whose m eeting it really 
was. It organized by the selection of II. 
M. d a rk en as Chairman and G. G. Pickett 
Secretary. The object of the meeting, it is 
stated, was to organize a Democratic club, 
or political association composed of the 
best men in the party, both city and coun­ 
ty, which should control all matters politi­ 
cal.

The following resolutions were passed at 
the teachers' conference held with the Uni­ 
versity faculty at B erkeley: 
Resolvetl. That constant*drill should be had 
in our primary schools in ihc careful use of 
language, to the end that the vocabulary of the 
child shall be colarged and his language en­ 
riched. 
Resolved, That the study of the English lan­ 
guage should begin, not with abstract defini­ 
tions and rules, but with the careful practice of 
the language itself, and that in this the chief 
purpose should be to cultivate in the child the 
abil t-v to discover the power and office of each 
word, and their relations to each other, and 
thu-, in the end, to enable him to determine 
what words to use aud how to use them. 
Resolved, That the science of the English 
language, including, in an elementary form, 
the analysis of the English eenteuce, the distri­ 
bution of its parts, the actual changes in word 
forms, real agreements between words, and tbe 
laws applicable to the same, should be carefully 
taught in the grammar schools of this State. 
Resolved, That the conference reserves for 
further consideration its judgment upon the 
question as to the line and the conditions under 
which text-book instructions in the subjects 
covered by the preceding resolutions shalf be­ 
gin in the grammar school couise. 
Resolved, First, that the beginning of geome­ 
try precede the study of algebra: second, that 
the elemeuts of geometry should be taught at 
least as soon as in the second grade of the gram­ 
mar schools.
